Powell  River  Kings

Wenatchee  Wild

Tonight,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (11-7-0-1,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  meet  the  Powell  River  Kings  (10-4-1-1, 1st  Place,  Island 
Div.)  in  the  second  and  final  of  two  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  Tonight  marks  the  seventh  meeting  all-time  between  these  two  clubs.  The  Wild  are  1-3-2-0  all-time 
against  the  Kings,  and  1-1-0  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  Their  last  meeting  was  a  4-2  road  loss  for  the  Wild  on  Oct.  7,  2017. 
Both  games  played  in  Wenatchee  have  ended  in  shutouts,  one  for  each  side. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (15g,  10a)  leads  the  Wild  in  points  (25)  and  the  BCHL  in  goals, 
followed  closely  by  Defenseman  Cooper  Zech  (5g,  17a).  Goalie  Austin  Park  is  6-3-0  with  a  3.19  Goals  Against  Average, 
and  a  Save  Percentage  of  .871.  The  Kings  are  led  by  returners  Carter  Turnbull  (lOg,  10a)  and  Jonny  Evans  (3g,  14a),  with 
Carmine  Buono  (3g,  10a)  pacing  the  blueline.  Veteran  goalie  Mitch  Adamyk  is  7-3-0  with  a  1.96  GAA  and  .931  save  pet. 

SPECIAL  TEAMS:  The  Wild  are  26/115  (22.6%,  3rd)  on  the  power  play  this  season,  while  Powell  River  is  17/102  (16.7%, 
13th).  The  Wild  are  60/71  on  the  penalty  kill  (84.5%,  5th),  and  the  Kings  have  killed  off  49  of  60  (81.7%,  10th). 

LAST  GAME:  The  Wild  were  outgunned  in  a  7-5  loss  at  Trail  on  Wednesday  night.  The  Kings  are  coming  off  their  first 
regulation  home  loss  of  the  season,  blanked  by  Nanaimo  4-0  last  Saturday. 

MOVING  ON:  The  Wild  play  only  once  this  weekend  then  continue  their  three  game  homestand,  welcoming  West 
Kelowna  and  Prince  George  next  weekend.  The  Kings  travel  to  Penticton  tomorrow  night,  then  Salmon  Arm  on  Sunday 
afternoon.
